God has devised a plan where- | 
by man may be saved from his} 
sins (not in his sins). 

We hear some of the ministers 
preaching -and publishing that 
‘‘man is prone to sin as the 
sparks fly upward” (there is no 
such Scripture in the Bible), and 
that, even after an individual | 
has surrendered all to God and 
professed a hope in Christ. But 
St. Paul says, ‘‘Therefore being 
justified by faith, we have peace 
with God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.”” Rom. 6:1. Why tell 
people to get right with God and 
then tell them that they cannot 
live right. Jesus cays ‘*Woe unto 
you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites! for ye compass sea and 
land to make one proselyte, and 
when he is made, ye make him 
twofold more the child of hell 
than yourself.?? Mat. 28:16. 


When our shepherds or leaders 
teach us wrong how can we em 
brace faith to be justified there- 
with, for faith comes by hearing, 
hearing by the Word of God; and 
how can they hear without a 
preacher and how can they preach 
except they be sent! This 
makes it plain that we should 
go where the Word of God is 
preached and not where the doc- 
trinesand commandments of men 
are given out. Remember St. 
Paul says, ‘“‘Not forsaking 
the assem)hling of ourselves to- 
gether.’’ Heb. 10:26. Not to 
social functions, however, but to 
the house of God. 


Without faith it is impossible 
to please Giod. Heb. 11:6. 

The question may arise: What 
is faith? Paul says, ‘‘Faith is 
the substance of things hoped, 
fur, the evidence of things not 
seen.’? Many people stumble be- 
cause they try to walk by sight 
or feelings. When the night of 
trialsand temptationscome they 
can’t see very well, so, down they 


are spiritually diseerned.’’ 
Cor. 4:3.

xo. When one tries to walk by 
feeling he gets his eyes off of | 
Jesus Christ and puts them on} 
his feelings, and if his feelings 
don’t feel gs he feels they should 
feel, then he is liable to go to 
feeling for his feelings and back- 
slide. This is not faith. Paul 
says, ‘For we walk by faith not 
by sight.’’ 2 Cor. 6:7. 

If we can’t live this life of 
faith, why preach it? If we 
spend our time (which belongs 
to God) ia pool rooms, dancing 
halls, saloons, gambling houses, 
at card tubles, social functions, 
etc., when, where, and how do 
we expect to receive faith that 
comes by hearing the Word of
